The Standard furl- 
ously attacks Oburchill, showing the 
apprehension he is causing. The Liberals will 
admit the necessity of a Cobden!c formula of 
expenditure of a hundred millions if neces- 
sary, but will demand a royal commission to 
say what increase is necessary to reform 
the naval administration.

The 
old man endeavored to protect her 
and ordered Davenport and companion to 
leave, they following the womanin. They 
refused to do 80 and when James eudeavored 
to eject them Davenport drew a knife and 
stabbed him. The old man died shortly after- 
ward ofthe wound and Davenport was ar- 
rested and held for the murder.

Instead 
of going to trial Davenport was permitted to 
plead guilty to murder in the second degree,

A BLOODY BATTLE. 


Reported Massacre of Prisoners by Gen. 
Legitime’s Forces. 


New Tonk, March 11.—The steamer Cuban, 
which arrived here yesterday, brought news 
of a bloody battle between Hippolyte’s and 
Legitime’s forces. The battie occurred at 
Grand Saline. Legitime’s forces began the 
attack on the outposts, and after being re- 
pulsed several times they finally carried them, 
entered the city and made Jean Miserau, the 
commander, a prisoner. Legitime’s soldiers 


immediately commenced to pillage the town, 
and one drunken soldier shot and killed a 
prisoner for a trifling matter. This shot was 
the signal for a general massacre of the pris- 
oners, who were shot and stabbed and their 
bodies horribly mutilated even ufter life was 
extinct. Gen. Miserau tried to stay the butch- 
ery, but was warned not to interfere if he 
wanted to live. After the massacre the town 
was burned.

New Tonk, March 11.—The hotel known as 
Clifton Hall at Lakewood, N. J., the famous 
winter resort, was burned at an early hour 
this morning. Sixty guests and twenty serv- 
ants made their ae from the building in 
their night clothes. number ot the guests 
were compelled to jump from the windows 
and Dr. Wallece of Philadelphia, had one of 
bis legs broken. The loss is estimated at 
$35,000; partly insured.

In executive session ot the Senate the nomi- 
nations were ordered referred to the appro- 
priate committees when formed. There was 
some surprise expressed at the failure to con- 
firm ex-Senator Palmer’s nomination at once, 
but a Senator explained that the rule of im- 
mediate confirmation, save of the Cabinet, 
was confined to Senators. r. Palmer is not 
now a Senator, and while ac", Senator, it is 
said, wanted to vote for , it was deemed 
best not to depart from the rule, and his nom- 
ination went with the rest. 

TICHENER’S NOMINATION. 

The nomination of Mr. Tichener as Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury was not asked by 
the Illinois delegation, and they rather object 
to his being charged up as a part of the State’s 
quota of offices. Secretary Windom told one 
of the Congressmen from that State that 
Mr. Tichener’s appointment was his own and 
should not be charged to any particular State. 
Mr. Tichener’s fitness for the position is con- 
ceded by all. Ex-Senator Palmer was inter- 
viewed over the telephone and said his nom- 
ination was sent in without his knowledge and 
he was uncertain whether or not he would ac- 
cept. A gentleman who is in his confidence 
said he did not think the ex-Senator would go 
abroad, but the opinion prevails that he will 
accept the honor tendered. 


New Military Post Buildings. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Maren 11.—Building 
operations will be unusually active at the 
various military posts during the coming sea- 
son, Congress having displayed an extraor- 
dinary liberal spirit in appropriations for this 


purpose. Roughly estimated, about $2,500,000 
will be available. The appropriations during 
the first session amounted to;more than $1,509, - 
000, and as it was late in the fall when 
the acts were passed, the larger 
portion remains unexpended and will be 
utilized during the coming season, as weil 
as the $1,500,000 provided in the several appro- 
priation bills passed during the session just 
closed. These heavy appropriations are the 
result of the policy adopted by the War De- 
partment a few years ago of abolishing many 
of the smaller posts and establishing a few 
larger ones forthe purpose of concentrating 
troops by regiments rather than distributing 
them as companies. The estabiishment of the 
larger posts will costa great deal of mopey, 
but when Once completed the expense of the 
support ot the army will be material ade 
creased. The following are the appropria- 
tions made during the first session, the larger 
portion of which are still avaliable: 


For construction of buildings and eniarge-

$150, 000; for the Denver military > 
for the new arsenal at Columbia, Tennt., * 
000; for general repairs, temporary buildings 
at frontier stations, etc. , $620,000; construction

A NEGRO’S TERRIBLE SUICIDE, 


He Leaps From a Pier of the Colorado River 
Bridge at Austin. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcn. 2 

AUSTIN, Tex., March II.—Testerday evening 
about 5 o’clocka well-dressed negro, with a 
small rope and trace-chain banging over his 
arm, called at the office of the Colorado River 
bridge. He conversed a moment with the 
bridge-keeper, and drawing out of bis pocket 
$80.50 handed it to the keeper with the re- 
quest that he send it to his daugh- 


ter, whose address he furnished the 
keeper. He then started off as if to cross the 
bridge, but when he reacned the fourth pier 
he stopped and climbed over the railing on to 
— 1 He then made a perilous descent 
some seven or eight feet to a projection, where 
he stopped and laid down. The bridgekeeper, 
who had observed bim, warned him of his 
danger, Dut he declared that he was going to 
jump from the pier and kill himself.

AN EPIDEMIC OF DIPHTHERIA STAMPED 
OUT AT sr. MARY’S ASYLUM. 


The Dread Disease Breaks Out Suddenly 
Among 200 Children and Runs Its Course 
im Six Weeks—All of Them Now Well but 
Three—Dr. Morrell Discusses the Situa- 
tion,

OR the past six weeks 

an epidemic of diph- 

theria has prevailed 
in St. Mary's Female 

Orphan Asylum on 

Tenth and Biddle 

streets. Over sixty 
children have been 

down with the dread 

disease and a regular 

quarantine had to be 

established. Remark- 

able as it may seem 
none of the little ones died and all but three 
are now convalescent. The first case occurred 
about six weeks ago and the sisters 
sent for Dr. M. P. Morreli, who is the regular 
physician for the asylum. He immediately 
diagnosed the disease from which the little 
one was suffering as dipbtheria and after 
prescribing for the child and instructing the 
sisters as to the treatment, ordered that she 
be isolated from the rest ofthe orphans. This 
was done, but despite the precaution new 
cases were developed in the next few days, 
and day by day recruits: to the sick 
list roster were added until the total 
number attacked was sixty. All those who had 
the disease since it first manifested itself were 
not down atthe same time, many of those 
who were attacked in the beginning being 
brought through all right before others were 
stricken. Individual isolation was soon found 
impracticable by the sisters, and a regular 
quarantine was established. It still 
exists, although the danger is 
now presumably entirely dissipated. 
The reason for its continuance is that the sis- 
ters do not want to run any risk whatever of 
a further outbreak of the disease. None of 
the three cases under the care of the physi- 
cian are considered serious. 

A Post-DisPaTcu reporter called at the in- 
stitution this morning and in the absence of 
the Sister Superior saw her revreseatative. 

THE SISTER 
said, ‘‘We were very much alarmed about the 
epidemic at one time, but regard the 
danger as now entirely passed. Fully 


sixty of our chiidren, who number 
200, and whose ages range from 
6 to 18 years, were afflicted, but they are now 
all convalescent except three. We have kept 
up the quarantine established when the num- 
ber taken down with the disease became so 
large that to isolate them individually was 
impossible, but are now contemplating send- 
ing about twenty-five at least of the convales.

A BOLD BANK ROBBEK, 


He Locks the Cashier in the Vault buat Se 
cures Small Booty. 


WatTerrown, N. I., March 11.—One of the 
boldest bank robberies that has occurred in 
this section of the State in Many years, sur- 
prised the people of Norwood, St. Lawrence 
County, Saturday. 

F. L. Smith, cashier of the Norwood Bank, 
was alone in the building, about noon, when 
Charles Phelps, the post-office cierk, 
entered and asked for some stamps. Mr. 
Smith stepped into the vault to get 


them, when Phelps quietiy closed the door 
and turned the combination, locking the 
eashier in. The robber then turned to the 
money drawer and took all the paper that it 
contained—#278— leaving several hundred dol- 
lars in silver. The amount would ordinarily 
have been much larger on Saturday, but busi- 
ness bad been light that day and the robber’s 
booty was probably not nearly so large 
as be had ex qd it to be. Pheips 
had made arrangements to have 
a boree ready, and with it he started 
at once for the Canadian border, about fifteen 
miles distant. Meanwhile, a customer en- 
tered the bank and saw what had happened. 
He heara the cashier calling to him trom the 
vault and being instructed as to the combina- 
tion, released him.

AN OLD CASE ON TRIAL, 


Pierre Chouteau's Damage Suit in Court 
Again—Legal Notes. 


The case of Pierre Chouteau against the 
Jupiter Iron- works} came up for trial before a 
special jury in Judge Valliant’s room to-day. 
It is a suit on a contract, made in 1877, whereby 
Chouteau agreed to run the Jupiter Iron- 
works for one year. The case has been in 


court since 1880. It has been twice tried and 
twice it has gone to the Supreme Court and 
been remanded forarehearing. Mr. George 
A. Finkelnburg and Mr. Valle Reyburn repre- 
sented the plaintiffs and Judge Adams and 
Judge 2 . the defendants. The peti- 
tion of Mr. Chouteau, upon which the case 
is being tried, alleges that on March 27, 
i877, he entered into a contract with 
the Jupiter Iron-works andby that contract he 
was to take charge of the furnace as soon as 
it was put in blast and run it for one year. The 
defendant was to furnish material aad the 
Diaintiff the labor, and the defendant was to 
pay to the plaintiff $2.30aton of 22,680 pounds 
tor all the iron made. The works were not 
put in Diast until April 24, 1880, and when they 
were about to be putin biast the plaintiff, by 
a letter ta Mr. D. R. Garrison, the President 
of the Jupiter Iron-works, notified the de- 
fendant tbat his contract become active as 
soon as the fires were lighted, and was ready 
to take charge of them and run for one year 
under the contract of March 27, 1877. The 
petition further states that on December 1, 
1879, the defendant incapacitated itself from 
carrying out its contract by leasing the Jupiter 
Iron- works to a syndicate for the term of five 
years. In conclusion he alleges that the 
cost of operating the works for one year 
would have been $30,989.50, and he would have 
received in gross for the product $83,950, leav- 
ing him a net profit of $62,960.50, for which and 
costs he asks judgment. 

The Jupiter Iron-worksin its answer says 
that immediately after the making of the con- 
tract of March 27, 1887, preparations were be- 
gun for lighting the furnace and commencing 
the production of iron, but during the three 
years following the making of the contract 
the fron market was so dull that the works 
could not be run without 4 
great loss; that the plaintiff was a 
stockholder in the Jupiter Iron- works 
and would have shared in any loss the Jupiter 
lron- works would sustain and, in considera- 
tion of these facts, they agreed that the con- 
tract should be considered naught Ip his re- 
ply the plaintiff denies thatthe contract was 
ever declared. The taking of testimony began 
this afyernoon.

LABOR NEWS. 


Three Thousand Weavers at Fall Rer., 
Mass., on Strike. 


Fal River, Mass., March 11.—The weavers’ 
strike for an edvance tn wages, which oc- 

curred this morning, is one of the most gen- 
eral in the history of labor troubies here. The 
weaving departments of fifty mills are prac- 
tically shut down and 6,000 weavers are idle. 

Those who refused to strike do not number 
more than half enough to keep one mill go- 
ing. The extent of the strike is quite a sur- 
prise to the managers, who expected that only 
e few milis would be involved. They thought 
the opinion was so divided as to the wisdom 
of a strike at present that this circum- 


stance would disorganize the movement in «a 
few days. The operatives are very much 
pi at the unanimous sentiment of resist- 
ance displayed, and predict an early bite od 
They claim that they can «afford to maintain 
the strike for several weeks. It is the impres- 
sion that the manufacturers can give an ad- 
vance at present prices for clotn and can ili 
afford to curtail production for even a short 
period. The Board of Trade says, however, 
that no advance will be given and a bitter 
strugzie is anticipated. 

Three thousand weavers assembied in mass 
meeting in the park this morning. Reports to 
the Executive Com mittee of the Union showed 
that the weavers in every print cloth mill in 
the city had quit work and that the strike was 
general. Weavers at a few mills on wide

ELECTRIC LIGHT CONTRACTORS SATISFIED 
WITH THEIR PLUMS. 


Securities Offered by the Missouri Elec- 
tric Light Ce. and the Laclede Oo. for 
Lighting the City Balldings—The Street 
Lighting Contract Still in Doubt, bat 
Must Be Settled by Wednesday. 


This morning 8. M. Dodd, President of the 
Missouri Electric Light & Power Co., to which 
the Board of Public Improvements awarded 
the contract for the lighting of the public 
buildings in the southern district of the 
city on its bid of $50,525.50, filed an 
acceptance of the award and asked the Presi- 
dent of the board to select for bondsemen any 
two of the following gentiemen: 8. M. Dodd, 
Jas. W. Bell, J. O. Van Blarcom, J. Cliff 
Richardson and Edwards Whittaker. The 
bond required is $25,000. 

The Laclede Gas-Light Co., through its 
President, John P. Keiser, accepted 
the award ef the lighting of public 
buildings in the northern district of the city 
to Charies A. Brown, whose bid was assigned 
to the Laciede company, and offered to fur- 
nish any of his directory as bondsmen. Their 
contract amounts to $33,327.80.

His award is for the street lighting with

Neo End of the Making of Novels and Bad

It would seem each year as though the max- 
Imam had been resched in the number of 
books published annually, but not only is 
there no end of making many books, dut it is 
ever increasing. The figures for the "year 
just ended have been made up, trom which it 
would appear that 4,631 works were issued in

The Bookies Still Strong. 


The strangest happening in connection with 
the turf of late has been the changed relations 
between the jockey clubs and the book- 
makers, or perhaps it would be more appro- 


priate to say the associated booxmakers. A 
few months ago it was assumed that the days 
of bookmakers’ associations and alliances 
were numbered, by reason of the sweeping 
action taken by the subscribing Eastern and 
Western jockey clubs at the meeting in New 
York. But presto, change! everything done 
is now virtually ignored and repudiated, and 
the associated bookmakers are stronger than 
ever. Not only will individual bookmakers 
belonging to this or that association 
nut be prevented from — — stands, but 
the Association of Western Bookmakers will 
actually have the betting privileges on some 
of the regular tracks, that is, those repre- 
sented inthe Turf Congress. The queer feat- 
ure about the business Is that a specific agree- 
ment embodied ina formal resolution should 
be repudiated and broken in less than three 
months. The real theater for action on the 
part of the jockey clubs is to look after 
the individual bookmaker, the manipu- 
lator of good things,’’ not forgetting 
the individual owner, the individual 
trainer or the individual jockey who 
goes into collusion with tie aforesaid book- 
maker. And in these days of wholesale 
speculation, the whole question under con- 
sideration suggeste precautionary measures 
on the part of every jockey club in the land. 
In nine cases out of ten a stiff“ or job is 
foreshadowed on the betting slates. Vigi- 
lance in the judges’ stand is very commenda- 
tion, but preliminary vigilance in the betting 
ring is still more in order, so as to forestall or 
defeat a contemplated job bya change of 
mag or other precautionary measure. 
he judges should be thoroughly apprised of 
every preliminary symptom looking in the di- 
rection of sharp practice, and should govern 
themselves accordingly.—[ Wilkes’ Spirit.
